Sirs: 


This morning's newspapers quote you as saying 
that you believe Communists have infiltrated every security 
agency of the Government and that you are doing everything 
possible to detect them. It may be helpful to you to Learr. 
of a specific instance where an intelligent non-commnist 
employes of the Armed Forces Security Agency is no lonzer 
wanted, 


Secretary of Defense Lovett, made the Commencemer3 
Address at Amherst College last June. He urged each member 
of the graduating class to adopt government service as a 
career. My Son, Howard M. Fisher was Marshal of that class 
and was one of a number who secured government jobs. He 
resides at 3502 South Wakefield Street, Arlington, Virginia, 
Telephone = Temple 8081, and is employed by the Armed Fora3s 
Security Agency and has been undergoing training for about 
16 weeks. I understand that an examination was given to a 
group of applicants and that he was the top man of the groan, 


Regardless of the obvious need for this kind of men 
and the time and money spent for training, he is to be 
inducted into the Armed Forces on October 15 and his netics 
of induction therefore will be mailed before the end of tht: 
week. Howard's immediate Superilors in the Agency are fully 
Cognizant of the facts and no action has been taken allegeiily 
because of the existence of certain rules and regulati¢ens. 


From the foregoing facts, it is clear that Hewart 
is capable of doing the work and it mst therefore follow 
that if he is not now wanted it mst be for some other reason. 
The pertinent rules and regulations may supply an excuse fro 
lack of action but give no inkling as to the real reason 
therefore. This is especially so, since the said rules ane. 
regulations are made by the Government and for its benezit 
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and could therefore be easily amended or rescinded, if in 
the best interests of the war effort. 


Howard applied for and excepted the job in good 
faith, on the recommendation of Secretary Lovett. i fvsel 
that I am entitled to know why he is no longer wanted.
